German Military Organ Estimates Rus-

Berlin, May 27.—The Militair Wochen- 
blatt estimates that the Russian field forces, 
inclusive of the Siberian reserves, number 
190,000, with 460 guns, and that the European 
reinforcements now mobilizing will bring 
the total up to 250,000, with 638 guns. The 
Japanese field army, inclusive of the reserves, 
numbers 226,000 men, with 780 guns, but the 
Militair Wochenblatt says it does not know 
precisely how many have been landed.

The news of the Japanese victory at Kin- 
chou, which was foreshadowed several day= 
ago by the rumors of persistent fighting 
there, was published on a Russian holiday— 
the anniversary of the coronation of Em. 
peror Nicholas. Curiously enough, the newer 
of the Japanese disaster afloat came on a 
similar holiday—the emperor’s birthday. 

While there was little information in gov 
ernment circles regarding the Russian de- 
feat, the news caused the celebrations at 
Tsarskoye Selo to be shortened. Only a 
brief service was celebrated in the chapel. 
instead of the customary litany, and the 
emperor spent the remainder of the day in 
the transaction of business. 

Judging from its aspect, the city might be 
celebrating a success, instead of a reverse. 
All the houses were decorated and the carts 
and street cars were all beflagged. The 
crowds in front of the bulletin boards were 
slightly larger than usual and soldiers and 
sailors, of whom the city is full, were in 
eonstant request delivering expert opinions 
to interested little groups along the streets 
and through the parks. 

All the news of the disaster to the Russian 
arms gomes from foreign sources and the 
government is making no effort to minimize 
or to suppress it.

FICERS RESIGN. 


George K. Hoover, Field Superintend- 
ent of the Charitable Organization, 
Is Accused of Causing Trouble— 
Charges Are Preferred and Fail— 
Albert Billingslea and All Except 
One Member of Executive Commit- 
tee Quit—New License Refused. 


The American Home Finding, association 
again is rent by dissension. George K. Hoo- 
ver, field superintendent, is held by other 
Officials to be responsible. Following a 
charge that Hoover was collecting money 
without making regular reports, Supt. Al- 
bert Billingslea and the executive committee, 
with one exception, have resigned. 

With the announcement of the resignatioris 
came the declaration yesterday that the 
board of charities has refused a license to 
the American Home Finding association. 
Secretary Bicknell told of the action. 

‘Mr. Billingsiea a year ago succeeded the 
Rev. Thomas H. Matiack as superintendent, 
when the latter resigned because’ he could 
not agree with Mr. Hoover. At the same 
time, Charles Taylor resigned as presi- 
dent. Mr. Billingslea took the position, he 
declared, with the understanding that Hoov- 
er s to have no active participation in the 
management. The latter was appointed field 
superiftendent, but it was understood that 
he was td have nothing to.do with the finan- 
cial part of the work. 

At his residence in Evanston yesterday, 
Mr. Billingsléa declared his resignation was 
caused by Hoover trying to “run things.” 
He had been displeased with the conduct of 


his subordinate. 


Prefers Charges Against Hoover. 
“Two weeks ago,” said Mr. Billingslea, 
“T found that Hoover was collecting money 
without making a proper report of it. I 
brought the matter up before the executive 
committee, preferring charges against the 
man and demanding his resignation. The 
committee sustained me and so reported to 

a méeting of the directors Tuesday night. 
“The directors’ meeting was packed by 
friends of Hoover, who never had been seen 


at former meetings. They had a majority 


and sustained the field superintendent, al- 
lowing him to keep the $3865 that he had col- 
lected. The members of the executive com- 
mittee then quit. Hoover has caused the 
resignation of sevéral sets of officers.” 


Only One Committeeman Remains. 

Members of the executive committee re 
signing Were Dr. B. F. Roberts, H. Clay Cai- 
houn, and Thomas H. Gault.

ANOTHER WOMAN KILLED 
ON A GRADE CROSSING. 


Mrs. Alwina Mehring Struck by a North- 
western Train and Is Dead When 


Picked Up a Minute Later. 


Mrs. Alwina Mehring of Austin was killed 
yesterday afternoon at the Central avenue 
crossing of the Chicago and Northwestern 
railway. She was hastening from her home 
at 126 Walnut street to take a Lake street 
car.

JOINT COMMITTEE WORK TO BE-. 
GIN WEEE FROM TOMORROW. . 
Supt. Richard T. Fox to Arrive Monday 
and Organize white Wings Force— 
Chairman Morton Isswes a State- 
ment of Pians and Says the Conutinu- 
ance of Work Is Contingent on Sutf- 
ficient Contributions from Business 

Men. 


Joy Morton, chairman of the joint com- 
mittee of the Commercial and Merchants’ 
clubs, which has undertaken the task of 
cleaning the downtown streets of Chicago for 
ene year, said yesterday that the work 
would start a week from tomorrow. Richard 
T. Fox, superintendent of street cleaning 
in the borough of Richmond, N. Y., will 
arrive in Chicago Monday, having accepted 
the position of superintendent. 

Chairman Morton stated that the area to 
be kept clean will be that bounded by the 
lake tront on the east, Van Buren street 
on the south, and the river on the north and 
west. 

The contributions will be voluntary, and 
it is not the intention of the committee to 
call for funds from the city treasury unless 
it is found necessary to do so. The present 
fund in the city treasury for that purpose is 
$15,000, which, Mr. Morton says, is only 
10 per cent of the sum that will be required 
for one year’s work. 


Chairman Morton Issues Statement. 


The committee through Chairman Mor- 
ton ge night gave out the following state- 
ment: 

“The streets to be cleaned will constitute 
a district which is divided into sections, and 
further subdivided into individual sweeping 
routes, in charge of the district there wili be

FINDING ON 99 YEAR LAW 


FEDERAL JUDGES WILL HAND 
DOWN DECISION TODAY. 


Act, a Subject of Bitter Dispute for 

‘Nearly Fifty Years, at Last to Be the 
Subject of a Jadicial Ruling—Su- 
preme Court Must Review Case Be- 
fore All Is Settled—Possibilities of 
the Result of Victory to Hach Side 
Concerned, 


Judges Grosscup and Jenkins of the United 
States Circuit court will hand down a de- 
cision this morning which will interest dl- 
rectly and indirectly more people than any 
other ruling ever made in Chicago. It will 
be, in part at least, a construction of the 
ninety-nine year act, and, although it must 
be reviewed by the Supreme court at Wash- 
ington before becoming final, still it will 
gc a long way toward settling several vexed 
questions. 

For nearly fifty years both the validity and 
the scope of this act of the legislature has 
been bitterly discussed. The street car com- 
panies have contended that it gave them 
practically a free hand in Chicago. The city 
and its citizens have condemned it as dis- 
honestly obtained, have questicsed its le- 
gality, and denied the powers claimed un- 
der it. 


Issue Dodged Twenty Years Ago. 

Twenty years ago when the street car 
situation was practically the same as it is 
now the Issue was dodged and an exten- 
sion of franchises was granted without set- 
tling the question, both sides seemingly be- 
ing afraid. At last the act has been brought 
squarely into court, and this morning the 
two federal judges will give the first de- 
cision. It is thought a final one from the 
Supreme court of the United States can be 
had before the year is out. 

Although the case argued before these 
judges was divided into several heads but 
two broad issues were presented. One was, 
Is the act valid? The other, being valid, 
how far does it go and what does it cover? 

In their argument the attorneys for the 
city contended the act was unconstitutional, 
and if not so altogether at least it did not 
apply to the north side lines. 


What Might Result. 

Were the court to sustain them in this It 
would mean the Union Traction company 
is entirely at the mercy of the city and can- 
net run an hour without its permission. 

Opposed to this the attorneys for the com- 
pany not only claimed full validity for the 
act, but asserted it covered not only the 
street car lines In existence when the act 
was passed but all which have been bullt 
since.

DIES LIKE P.M. ARTAOR, 


GRAND ENGINEER INGRAHAM A 
VICTIM OF APOPLEXY. 
Stricken at His Desk While in Attend- 
ance Upon,the Biennial Session of 
the Brotherhood at Los Angeles— 
Active Official of Order for Thirty 
Years—Popular with Fellow Crafth- 
men, There Was No Opposition to His

Los Angeles, Cal., May 27.—T. 8. Ingraham, 
first grand engineer of the International 
Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
dropped dead at his desk at the convention 
in this city today from apoplexy. ; 

Mr. Ingraham was absorbed in work when 
he.lost consciousness and fell from his chair 
The body will be taken to Cleveland next 
Sunday by a committee of the brotherhood. 

Mr. Ingraham was 69 years old, and 
had been first grand engineer since 1873 
He was initiated into the brotherhood in 
the Fort Wayne division in 1865 and had 
held several high offices in the order. He 
had been mentioned qs a possible candidate 
for the office of grand chief engineer at the 
present convention, but it was understood 
that he had refused to allow his name to be 
considered. There was no opposition to his 
reélection as first grand engineer. He was 
a mason and a Knight Templar. 


Died Like Chief Arthur. 

Cleveland, O., May 27.—Thomas H. In- 
graham, first grand engineer of the Brother- 
hood of Locométive Engineers, who dropped 
dead in Los Angeles today at the biennial 
convention of the organization, lived in this 
city and was widely known. He had been 
connected with the brotherhood for more 
than thirty years, previous to which he was 
a locomotive engineer. He is survived bya 
son and two daughters, his wife having died 
several years ago.

Synagogue and Prayer Houses at Chatin 
Wrecked and Hundreds of Per- 
sons Were Injured.

Miss Alice Roosevelt in Receiving 
Line—Description of the 
Structure.

St. uis, Mo., May 27.—[{Special.}—The 
Illinois building of the Louisiana Purchase 


‘exposition, an imposing structure of the 


architecture of the French renaissance, oc- 
cupying a pivotal position in the panorama 
for buildings, was dedicated today. 

Gov. and Mrs. Yates, Adjt. Gen. Thomas 
Scott, colonel of the governor's staff, and 
5,000 Illinoisans participated in the cere- 
mony. Miss Alice Roosevelt, arriving late, 
assisted the governor in receiving the people 
of his “ royal realm.” Capt. James H. Far- 
rell of the Cook County Democratic March- 
ing club acted as master of ceremonies. 

The Illinoisans, decorated like Russian 
generals with badges and buttons, lined up 
in front of the ticket offices before the turn- 
stiles were unlocked, swept into the grounds 
through every gate, seized the places of 
vantage along the line of march, and waited 
for the procession. The procession waited 
for Gov. Yates. 

Long Wait for Trunk. 

After Gov. Yates had put buttons in his 
white vest and a carnation in.the lapel of 
his coat, he waited for his staff of adjutant 
general and five colonels. The adjutant 
general and four colonels, who had been 
brought along to add a touch of military dash 
and splendor to the ceremonies, waited for 
the fifth colonel, and the fifth colonel waited 
for the expressman who had been hired to 
convey a trunk’ containing a gold hilted 
eword and gold braided coat from the union 
depot to the Inside inn. For an hour the 
governor waited for the adjutant general, 
and the adjutant general for the colonels, 
and the four colonels for the fifth, and the 
fifth for the expressman. 

At the Illinois building Gov. Yates found 
5,000 natives of his state waiting to receive 
him. Half a hundred people cheered the 
governor as he entered the building and was 


ushered tothe platform. The invocation was 


offered by the Rev. J. A. Lucas. 

Senator Dunlap next introduced President 
Francis of the exposition, who thanked IIli- 
nois as a state for the interest manifested in 
the exposition, and Gov. Yates for his per- 
sonal interest. He said the exposition offi- 
clals regarded it as a signal honor for Gov. 
Yates to take time from strenuous life at 
Springfield to visit. the fair. 


Governor Praises Illinois. 


After reports of the building and interior 
furnishing and decorating committees had 
been read by Chairmen C. N. Travous and 
J. N. Shumway, Senator Dunlap turned the 
building over to Gov. Yates. In accepting 
the building for the people of Illinois Gov. 
Yates said Lilinois is the equal of any “ royal 
realm” on earth. He dwelt on the fact that 
in “every precinct in Illinois every man 
votes once and only once, and his vote is 
counted right.” 

“ Illinois,” he said, “‘stands today more 
resplendent than ever before in beauty and 
glory and grandeur and power. This is a 
memorable occasion, not alone because the 
men of filinois are interested in the ex- 
position but because the women also feel a 
strong and abiding interest.’’ 

Gov. Yates was applauded several minutes 
at the conclusion of his address. Mrs. Yates 
then unfurled the flag that will float over ihe 
Illinois building for the next six months.

The [Illinois building, designed by Watson 
and Hazelton, Chicago, is 198 feet wide and 
102 feet deep. It stands on an eminence. 
On the terraces are two huge pedestals sup- 
porting heroic statues of Lincoln and 
Douglas. 

On account of the uneveness of the site 
the differences in levels are made up by 
terraces, which give the whole exterior an 
imposing and dignified appearance. The 
terraces and verandas are continued entirely 
around the building. The building stands 
at the head of one of the principal drives 
and has a commanding view of the entire 
grounds. 

The building cost complete $80,000. The 
entire exterior is built of staff and painted 
white and the interior is decorated through- 
out.

Notifies University of California She 
Will Withdraw Financial Support 
from Student Societies. 


San Francisco, Cal., May 27.—[{Special.]J— 
Word has just been received from Mrs. 
Pheebe Hearst, now in the east, that she will 
withdraw her support from a number of 
student activities of the University of Cal- 
ifornia, to which she has been giving financial 
aid for several years. 

Among the student clubs that will be af- 
fected by Mrs. Hearst’s decision are the 
Hearst Domestic Industries, Pie Del Monte 
and the Enewah clubs, and the Young Wom- 
en’s Christian association. 

These institutions were practically estab- 
lished at Berkeley through the munificence of 
Mrs. Hearst. 

Hearst Domestic Industries is one of the 
larger organizations, designed for the ben- 
efit of women students working their way 
through college. It enabled them to sew 
after classroom hqurs and to do other things 
for which they received remuneration. Mrs. 
Hearst has paid the salary of Miss Hicks,

{BY THE REV. 8. 8. GILSON.] 

Buffalo, N. Y., May 27.—[Special.]—It was 
an overwhelming vote in favor of union with 
the Cumberland Presbyterian church that 
was taken today in the Presbyterian general 
assembly. Excitement was at its height, 
and in the midst of great confusion all sorts 
of attempts were made to block the move- 
ment. It was apparent from the first that the 
union movement would go through. 

It must now run the gantlet of the pres- 
byteries of both general assemblies. An in- 
timation of peril was humorously made by 
Moderator Henry when he stopped the out- 
burst of singers, at the close of the first 
verse, by saying “Stop at that verse and 
sing the rest after the presbyteries have 
acted.’’ Toconsummate the union the action 
must be ratified by two-thirds of the pres- 
byteries. It is generally acknowledged that 
this contest, which will last a year, will be 
stubbornly fought. 

. As soon as the assembly had disposed of 
the union business the report favoring sep- 
arate presbyteries for those who wish them 
was introduced and fully discussed by the 
Rev. Dr. Samuel J. Nicolls, former moderator 
of the assembly. 

By an Immense Majority. 

After a speech in opposition by a colored 
commicsioner the report was adopted by an 
immense majority. Elder Rufus 8. Simmons 
of Chicago at once gave notice of protest. 

The reception of a telegram from the 
southern Presbyterians announcing that 
they were ready to enter into negotiations 
for closer relations was received with cus- 
tomary applause and singing, and referred to 
the committee on union. On account of the 
preponderating business of the day this is 
called “‘ white Friday.” | 

A proposition to increase the salary of the 
stated clerk, the Rev. Dr. William Henry 
Roberts, from $4,000 to $5,000 a year, created 
a lively discussion. An amendment to con- 
tinue the salary at the present figures was 
advocated and voted down. By a majority 
vote the salary was made $5,000, for which 
Dr. Roberts thanked the assembly. 

Dr. John Fox worked all afternoon for his 
protest against union with the Cumberland 
Presbyterians and secured but six signatures, 
all the colored men refusing to sign. 


Protests Do Not Avail. 

Rufus 8S. Simmons of Chicago secured but 
five signatures to his protest. The assembly 
refused to pay any further attention to either 
protest, except to answer by a committee of 
which the Rev. Dr. Moffat is chairman. 

The features of this assembly are the crea- 
tion of the collége board and its establish- 
ment in New York; adopting the report for 
union with the Cumberland Presbyterians; 
sending down three overtures to the presby- 
teries; not creating any new special commit- 
tees; and increasing the salary of the stated 
clerk. 

Although Moderator Henry prayed that 
“we may not do things in too great a hurry,”’ 
business was rushed and all kinds of routine 
matters were run through with great rapid- 
ity, as it was realized that the assembly was 
through with all important business. It was 
formally announced to the assembly that the 
next assembly will meet in Winona, Ind. 
Scores of commissioners left for their homes 
tonight.

IROQUOIS FIRE A FACTOR. 


Fact That Members of Church 
Died There Would Make Change 
Seem a Concession. |

Los Angeles, Cal., May 27.—[Special.]—By

“hare can be no doubt that the church 
was greatly shocked by the Iroquois horror, 
in which two Methodist ministers and a 
prominent Epworth league worker were 


- found dead, and there can be as little doubt 


that the conference felt, in view of that 
calamity, that to take any action which 
looked like modifying the attitude of the 


church towards the particular forms of 


amusement involved would be a damaging 
concession. 


Law Will Remain the Same. 

The practical outcome of this action will 
be that the law will remain as it is, and that 
it will be enforced as it always has been, 
which is to say that it will not be enforced 
at all. 

It may be said, however, that to keep the 
law as it is will excite less discussion than 
to have changed it, and it is thought that 
when a sufficient time has elapsed for the 
matter to be discussed without temper and 
without prejudice, the paragraph now in 
the chapter of advices eventually will be- 
come the deliverance of the church upon the 
subject. 

Two Reports Submitted. 

The matter was brought before the con- 
ference in the form of two reports, a major- 
ity report Keeping the clause as it is, and a 
minotity report striking out the objection- 
able words which put theatergoing, dancing 
and card playing on the same level with 
the using and selling of intoxicating liquors, 
Both reports agreed that the impressive de- 
liverance from the episcopal address should 
be placed in the chapter of advices, where 
it was hoped paragraph 24 would also be 

‘placed. Almost the entire afternoon session 

was devoted to-.the consideration of the 
question. The discussion. was conducted 
with good temper and a show of reasonable- 
ness. 

There was, it is true, some warm declama- 
tion and passionate appeal, but for the most 
part the argument against change turned 
upon the necessity of keeping the church 
clear from misunderstandings, on this par- 
ticular issue. 


Wesley’s Attitude Surmised. 

One of the interesting phases of the cases 
was that which brought out the historic 
Wesleyan attitude on the subject. Several 
of the brethren, with more vehemence than 
information on the subject, declared the 
paragraph to be just as John Wesley would 
have had tt. This was loudly applauded. 
Another brother, better Informed, but with 
less vehemence, cited Wesley’s sermon. on 


.“*The Better Way,’ in which Wesley, treat- 


ing of the subject under discussion, said that, 

while he himself thought it best to abstain, 
he was not at liberty to prescribe a rule for 
others. This was not applauded. 


Variety of Views Expressed. 

One delegate in tearful voice declared that 
her 14 year old son would not join the church 
if paragraph 248 were rescinded. This, too, 
was applauded. A sober minded professor, 
through whose classes some of the most cul- 
tivated young people of Methodism have 
passed, gave it as his experience that the 
best of them were outside of the church be- 
cause of the existence in its present form of 
the paragraph. This was not applauded. 

One brother declared that the judgment of 
the church was sufficiently clear from the 
fact that no Epworth league, no laymen’s 
conference had memorialized the conference 
for a change. is was applauded. 


Elections Are Concluded. 


The elections were concluded today. “Will- 
fam F. Anderson of Ossining, N. Y., was 
elected secretary of the board of educa- 
tion. 

John T. McFarland of Topeka. Khs., was 
elected secretary of the Sunday School 
union. 

E. M. Randall of Tacoma, Wash., was 
elected secretary of the Epworth league, 
and Freeman D. Bovard was elected editor 
of the California Christian Advocate. 

Some of the members of the conference 
who are Pca wr to the defense of the 
faith as against the ff®Wer critics were out 
in force to defeat one of the candidates 
for the Sunday School union. One of the 
superannuated bishops was especially eager 
in the campaign, and his eagerness was one 
of the elements which turned the scale in 
favor of the candidate under suspicion. Two 
questions remain to be debated—one the 
temperance question, the other the question 
of a general society for the support of the 
superannuates. With these completed, the 
work of the conference will be substantially 
over.

A feature of the session was the appear- 
ance of a delegation from the convention of 
the Brotherhood of Locomotive Engineers, 
bringing greetings. 

An incident that furnished fifteen minutes’ 
amusement to the conference was the auc- 
tioning off of a beautiful hand carved table 
which had been used by the presiding officers 
at this conference. The table was made by 
the boys of a Methodist industrial school. It 
brought $1,000.

| POLICY GAMBLERS 
OUT OF BUSINESS 


Proposition,” and Practi- 
cally Quit the Field. 


ALL TO. IN DICTED. 


Plan Is to Prosecate for Conduct- 
ing Lotteries and Selling 
Tickets. 


Policy gambling in Chicago, with annual 
profits estimated at $10,000,000, was declared 
yesterday by Assistant Chief of Police 
Schuettler practically to have been “ wiped 
out of existence" by a new line of attack 
against the policy “‘ kings " and their hench- 
men. As the result of a conference between 
Schuettier and Assistant State’s Attorney 
Blair, the grand jury today will begin vot- 
ing indictments against policy men already 
arrested, numbering 174, and all that may be 
apprehended hereafter by the flying squad- 
ron. 

“There's nothing doing with the Dutch- 
man” has become a phrase among policy 
men with regard to Schuettler’s activity in 
the present gambling warfare. 


Schuettler a “New Proposition.” 

Schuettier also is denominated a “new 
proposition,’” both among poolroom and pol- 
icy operators, who hitherto have had to con- 
tend with desultory attempts only to put 
them out of business. For some reason, as 
well, it has been found that a “ pull” was 
inoperative with the flying squadron’s leader. 

Cases now pending in the Harrison street 
police court against the keepers of policy 
shops and policy writers are to be dismissed 
at the request of the corporation counsel's 
office, it is announced, that full attention 
may be given by county and city officials to 
preparing evidence for the grand jury. 
Nearly every member of the gambling detail 
under Schuettler will be called on this morn- 
ing to give his testimeny. 


To Be Called “Lottery Business.”’ 

The decision to transfer the scene of court 
action against the policy ring from the police 
courts to the Criminal court was reached 
after such a step had been considered for 
seyeral days at the state's attorney's office. 
It is now agreed that all keepers of policy 
shops are to be indicted on the charge of 
conducting a lottery business’ and the 
policy writers for “ selling lottery tickets ” 
or “ having lottery tickets in their posses- 
gion.”’ 

The maximum fine that may be imposed on 
a conviction of any of these charges is $2,000 
—** sufficient,”’ acording to Schuettler, ‘‘ to 
bankrupt the whole syndicate as soon as we 
get our Criminal court machinery in working 
order.”’ It is anticipated by the assistant 
chief that as soon as the first indictments are 
returned today, the syndicate will take the 
same view of the situation and order all of 
the 1,300 policy shops in Chicago closed. 


Nine Raids Made. 

Evidence is not wanting, say the police, 
that the policy men already are ‘‘on the 
run” as a result of the activity of the gam- 
bling detail. . Instead of being thronged 
with patrons, as was the case a week ago, 
the shops generally are deserted save for 
their keepers. In nine raids yesterday only 
one shop was discovered to have ators than 
two inmates.

INDIAN TERRITORY NEGROES 
ARM AND RACE WAR FEARED. 


White Poeses Out Seeking Black Who 
Attacked W at Wagener, and 


the Feeling Runs High. 


Muskogee, I. T., May 27.—[Special.J—A 
race war is threatened at Wagoner, I. T., 
owing to an attack upon a white woman, 
Mrs, Dunbar, by a negro, Alex. Vickery. 
Posses have been scouring the country for 
three days. The negroes are arming and 
organizing and trouble is feared: Wagoner 
citizens have called for help from here, and 
six deputy United States marshals have 
been sent.

A body of negroes, numbering close to 200, 
stationed themselves at the wagon bridge 
over the Verdigris river, and held up and dis- 
armed the white men who passed that way.

SENATOR GORMAN’S POLICY. | 

The Maryland democrats have adopted a 
platform which sets forth the policies fa- 
yored by Senator Gorman. In it they pledge 
themselves to the adoption of measures 
“to rescue the government from the evil 
consequences of so deplorable a departure 


from the fundamental principles of the con- 


stitution ” as the acquisition of the Philip- 
pines. They demand that “ at the earliest 
possible moment indépendeéence shall be 
granted to the Filipinos with the same gen- 
éral relationship to this country as that now 
enjoyed by the people of Cuba.” 

This is what Senator Gorman looks on as 
patriotic statesmanship. The Filipino jun- 
ta at Hongkong will hasten to send word to 
its agents in the archipelago that a great 
American party is denouncing the “ subju- 
gation ” of the Filipinos and is demanding 
independence for them. .Senator Gorman 
is the “ enemy in the rear” of the insular 
government which is laboring for peace and 
prosperity. 

Where is the statesmanship of giving the 
Filipinos an independence they are not fit 


~ for and promulgating a new Monroe doc- 


trine for their protection from European 
and Asiatic powers? It is quite enough for 
the United States to keep up “no tres- 
passing "’ signboards on the shores of South 
and Central America. The only way in 


which the United States can give effective 


protection to the Filipinos is by retaining 
jurisdiction over them.

THE TAKING OF KINCHOU. 

The Japanese have had another success. 
They have stormed Kinchou. The report 
of their casualties is not yet in. When it 
comes it will probably show that the suc- 
cess was a bloody one. 

The Japanese have made up their minds 
to take Port Arthur. This capture would 
give them great sentimental, political, and 
military satisfaction. 

Sentimental! satisfaction because they took 
Port Arthur from the Chinese and imme- 
diately were tricked out of it by Russia. 
Fundamentally the cause of the present war. 
was this Russian trick. Ever since this 
achievement the thought of it has festered 
in the Japanese minds.* The Jap regards the 
retaking of Port Arthur from Russia almost 
as a sacred duty. The soldiers intrusted 
with the performance of that duty are cru- 
spders. 

Political satisfaction because the fall of 
Port Arthur would immensely enhance the 


prestige of Japan in the eyes, first of China, 
then of Asia, and finally of the world. | 


Military satisfaction because of the Bes | 
. Sian soldiers and weapons which would fall 


with the citadel, and because of the conse- 
quent release of the Japanese army which 
had been operating against it. This army 
once released would join the forces in central 
Manchuria operating against Kouropatkin. 
Besides, if the Japanese take Port Arthur 
they could probably keep it, because they 
ean replenish it from the sea. If they kept 
it after the war it would be of immense 
strategical use to their navy, for it is a safe 
and fortified harbor which dominates the 
gulf of Chili. 

What is the likelihood of the Japanese 
capture of Port Arthur, and how far has the 
taking of Kinchou contributed to that end? 
Kinchou was a strongly fortified height, 
thirty-two miles northeast of Port Arthur. 
In its own vicinity it dominates the Liaotung 
peninsula from sea to sen. If it were un- 
taken no army could march around it. It 
had to be taken before the armies now on 
the peninsula could come near enough to 
Port Arthur to throw a shell into it even 
from their biggest guns; If there had been 
good landing places between Kinchou and 
Port Arthur soldiers might have been dis- 
embarked in the rear of the outpost, but 
there were no particularly safe landing 
places. 

While, therefore, the taking of Kinchou 
Was ap antecedent necessity to the prosecu- 
tion of the attack on Port Arthur, the fall 
of Port Arthur need not follow the fall of 
Kinchou. Before the Japanese soldiers now 
Stretches out an expanse of rugged ter- 
rane thirty-two miles long and from five to 
twelve miles wide. They will have to fight 
their way over this ground before their flag 
flies over the fortress which they eovet. 

That ground is well fortified, the defensive 
positions strong, the area so limited that the 
chances for maneuvering will be small. It 
must be a case of soldiers and not of gen- 
erals. 

The relative superiority of the Japanese 
soldiers over the Russian soldiers appears 
to be less than that of the Japanese generals 
ever the Russian gemerals. So when the 
Millitary proposition is reduced to a case 
merely of soldiers, the Japanese suffer by 
the transmutation. 

Port Arthur contains about 30,000 troops. 
It must be well provisioned, for ample time 
has been given since the outbreak of the war 
to stock it with ammunition, food, clothes, 
ané medicine. It may be set down that 

: Port Arthur will not be starved out for nine 


months. Yet if the Japanese wait nine 
months Kouropatkin may be able to assem- 
ble a large enough force to raise the siege. 
Or the Baltic fleet might come. The Japs 
have réckoned they must take the place by 
storm. The military logic of the situation 
has compelled them to this ghastly decision, 
Whether or not they succeed in their as- 
saults they will lose many thousands of their 
soldiers in their attempts. 

Port Arthur is more strongly fortified 
than was Plevna or Sevastopol. Modern 
weapons are better defenders than those of 
1855 or 1877. | 

ThatJapan can storm Port Arthur seems 
doubtful, but during the three and one-half 
mouths of the present war the Japanese 
have continually exceeded the prophecies of 
those who based their estimates on the ac- 
complishments of past campaigns. If the 
Japanese do take Port Arthur they must be 
credited with the accomplishment of one of 
the bravest and most soldierlike feats in 
military history. 


JUDGE GROSSCUP AND PUBLICITY. 

Judge Grosscup h:@ said often that he 
believes in publicity for corporations as one 
of the steps in the direction of popularizing 
them, but he does not seem to practice what 
he preaches. He does not enforce public- 
ity where it is in his power to do so. 

A big corporation with a capitalization of 
$32,000,000 is in his hands. It is the Union 
Traction company, a concern in which Chi- 
eagoans take a lively interest and of whose 
condition they wish to be fully informed. 
The council wants information also, so that 
if it conclude to negotiate with the company 
it may do so intelligently. 

Before the Union Traction came under 
Judge Grosscup’s jurisdiction it held annual 
meetings at which reports were made. 
From them the public learned something 
about the condition and operation of the 
road. There was at least a little publicity. 
Since the receivers have been in charge 
there has been none. , 

This is a real disappointment. It was 
supposed that when an advocate of publicity 
took hold of matters the receivers would 
be required to make from time to time de- 
tailed statements of the business done by 
the Union Traction company and the 
amount, condition, and value of its property. 
In such reports the public. would have had 
more confidence than in any made by officers 
of the road. 

There have been no reports. Why not? 
If publicity is desirable for corporations 
generally, why not for the Union Traction 
in particular? Judge Grosscup should be 
consistent. 


KALIDASA AT SMITH. 

The Hull House Dramatic club has just 
produced Ben Jonson’s “Sad Shepherd.”

_ The American public will learn how King 
Dushyanta on his travels saw Sakoontalé, 
how he married her, how he returned to his 
eapital, how she, in his absence, treated an 
ascetic with discourtesy, how the ascetic 
cursed her, how he told her that her hus- 
band would not recognize her, how he then 
repented and gave her a ring which would 
insure her recognition, how she lost the ring, 
how her husband when she went to him 
did not know her, how she retired to the 
mountains, how a fisherman found the ring 
and gave it to the king, how he then re- 
membered SaékoontalA and went in search 
of her, how he found her and her child about 
to be devoured by a lion, and how he res- 


cued them, all recounted with the glow of 


Hindoo poetry at its prime. 

Could there be a better illustration of 
the widening of the intellectual horizon in 
*America? Too bad, though, that KAlidasa 
is mere literature. His reception among 


.those who are clamoring for the enlarge- 


ment of the scientific courses in the Chicago 
schools would be more cordial if he had 
written a monograph on the flap eared jene- 
saurus of the tertium quid period. 


SCIENCE IN CHICAGO SCHOOLS. 

The study of a dead rock is “ practical.” 
The study of a dead word is not “ practical.” 
This, as Mr. Cyrus J. Wood points out in a 
letter to Tue Trisuns, is the dogma which 
Science, in the full panoply of its capital 
letter, imposes upon this scientifically super- 
stitious »ge as a belief necessary to intel- 
lectual salvation. 

Chicago must have more science in its 
common schools. What is the earth? Mat- 
ter. We live on the earth. We must be- 
come acquainted with that on which we live. 
We must know matter. Therefore it is clear 
that although the ordinary business man 
would receive no “ practical ” benefit from 
a familiarity with Shakspeare he will re- 
ceive an enormous “ practical ” benefit from 
a recollection of laboratory experiments 
with sodium bichloride and sulphuric acid 
gas. Therefore, it is equally clear that al- 
though the ordinary factory operative would 
not be able to increase his efficiency by a 
training in grammar, he will raise his wages 
every week by an understanding of the toe 
bones of the mastodon. Why? Because 
science is “ practical.” Because it deals 
with things that really are or really have 
been. Because it handles matter. And 
matter is the basis of life. 

Could there be a more A priori, a more 
metaphysical creed? It makes no difference 
to the scientifically faithful that in the life 
of the ordinary man the sciences—geology, 
zdology, chemistry, botany, and the rest— 
are infinitely more remote from actual ap- 
plication than the humanities. Literature, 
novels, magazines, newspapers, history, 
philosophy, politics, economics, poetry— 
these things come to a certain extent into 
almost every man’s daily habits. They have 
an important bearing upon the way he 
thinks and upon the way he acts. It would 
seem, therefore, to be important that he 
should be taught how to make use of them. 
But they are merely human. They are not 
scientific. They are in consequence not 
practical. That “in consequence”?! O, 


that logic had not beeh deposed to make. 


room for physics! 

Of course, if a man becomes an engineer 
or the like he needs applied science in the 
course of earning his living. But then the 
question becomes one of special preparation 
for a particular kind of career. The pres- 
ent question is one of general preparation 
for the duties—and pleasures—of existence. 

Branetiére, of whom Tolstoi remarked, 
-“I Jove him because he has proved the 
bankruptcy of science,” said a wise 
when he welcomed Bazin to membership in 


*the French academy. “ Though we did not 


exist,” said he, “ the world of science would 
be what itis. But art, what.is art without 
man?” 

It is this adherence to man, as afterall the 
most important thing in the universe that 
annoys the devotees of science. What is 
it to them if a fact in biological develop- 
ment has a much less direct inflnence upon 
the mental habits of a motorman than a fact 
in political history?

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE PONTENOY

RINCH “ HANS” of Glucksburg, who 
is now staying with King Edward 
‘at Buckingham palace, is of all Queen 
Alexandra’s Danish relatives the one 
who is the most popular with his Eng-: 
lish relatives. Prior to the accession of the 
king he was a frequent guest at Marlbor- 
ough house, and on the occasion of his first 
visit there his young nephews and nieces de- 
voted themselves to teaching him every con- 
cetvable kind of English slang, imbuing him 
with the impression, however, that it was the 
choicest language. 

When a few days after his arrival he was 
invited down to Windsor to dine with Queen 
Victoria the result was, to say the least, 
startling. For with the most sublime un- 
consciousness of saying anything that was 
in the least degree unsuited for the ears of 
her majesty, he treated her to all the English 
“argot ’ which he had learfied from the 
young people at Marlborough house and gave 
utterance to music hall “ gags’ and slang 
of every. conceivable nature with an air of 
profound deference and even solemnity that 
rendered the scene irresistibly comic. 

It was only after the queen had made up 
her mind to ask him in German where he 
had picked up his. English and learned who 
had been his instructors that she gave free 
reign. to her mirth, in which all present 
joined, greatly to their relief, as they had ex- 
perienced the utmost difficulty in suppressing 
their laughter. : 

The old queen, although austere looking 
and imperious in her manner, had an ex- 
tremely keen sense of humor, enjoyed a 
hearty laugh as well as any of her. subjects, 
and never forgot when.-Prince ‘“ Hans,” 
whose baptismal name is John, visited her 
on subsequent occasions to remind him of 
the terrible. solecisms of which he had ren- 
dered himself guilty when he first attempted 
to air his English at her dinner table. He is 
a younger brother of the old king of Den- 
mark and the two are devoted to each other. 

| 

There must be quite a number of people 
in this. country who will recall the earl of 
Kinnoull, who is advertising his ancestral 
home, Dupplin castle, for rent furnished, 
presumably in the hope of finding some rich 
American tenant. It was not, however, as 
Lord Kinnoull that the earl was over here. 
In those days his father and also his elder 
brother, Lord. Dupplin, noted as the owner 
of Pétrarch, the famous-race horse, being 
still alive, he bore the name of Archibald 
Hay, and he spent a considerable time at 
Lenox, at Newport, and other fashionable 
summer resorts. He had been an officer of 
the celebrated Highland regiment, the Black 
Watch, but left the service before coming to 
America, and on. his return to the old world 
secured employment under Valentine Baker 
Pasha as an officer of the Egyptian con- 
stabulary. ; 

The death of his elder brother, Lord Dup- 
plin, in quasi-exile in Paris, followed by the 
demise of his father, old Lord Kinnoull, 
brought him into the possession of the earl- 
dom and of a sadly embarrassed estate up 
in Scotland amounting to about 16,000 acres. 
For the family had unfortunately for him 
not retained the ownership of the Island of 
Barbados, of which the earls of Kinnoull 
were at one time proprietor, the island hav- 
ing come to them through inheritance from 
the first earl of Carlisle, to whom it had been 
presented by King Charles I. 

Lord Kinnoull has been twice married. His 
first wife was a Miss Hawke, from whom he 
parted shortly after his marriage. There 
was one son by this marriage, who died only 
a few months ago of scarlet fever, leaving a 
widow and a little boy about 2 years old, who 
is the next heir to the earldom of Kinnoull. 

The earl married for a second time about 
eighteen months ago, his bride being Mise 
Mollie Darell, well known at Homburg, where 
she has always been in the habit of spending 
the summer with her mother, Mrs. Edward 
Darell, and where she made many American 
friends. She is a granddaughter of the late 
Sir Lionel Darell of Fretherne court, Glouces- 
tershire, whose family has flourished in Eng- 
land since the conquest, and the name of 
which figures on the roll of Battle abbey as 
having taken part in the battle of Hastings in 
the year 1066. She is a wonderfully accom- 
plished violinist, and as Lord Kinnoullis not 
only a composer of no small merit but like- 
wise plays wonderfully well on the organ and 
on the piano, they constitute one-of the most 
musical couples in England. | 

Lord Kinnoull has a number of: brothers, 
one of whom, the late Francis Hay, worked 
his way up from before the mast to the com- 
mand of one of the British-Indian Steam 
Navigation company's vessels; another, thé 
Hon. Alister Hay, after being in the army, 
blossomed forth on the stock exchange and 
finally wound up in the bankruptcy court; 
another brother, Claud Hr ~, likewise on the 
stock exchange, has been in parliament, and 
was one of the founders of the Primrose 
league; while the eldest one, as already men- 
tioned, was the ill fated Lord Dupplin, who 
died semi-insane in exile at Paris, to which 
capital he had withdrawn after his sensa- 
tional social execution’ by the late Lord 
Sefton at Croxteth in the presence of the 
then prince of Wales. |. 


Poor “ Duppy”’ was probably the finest 
amateur planist that ever been known 
in England, while his knowledge of every- 
thing pertaining to pictorial art, both ancient 
and modern, was that of agenius. He, how- 
ever, went all astray after the elopement of 
his wife, a sister of the duke of Fife, with 
Herbert Flower, and his practices on the turf 
toward the Iast were as questionable as his 
habit of playing for high stakes at cards 


. without means of paying his losses when not

having settled his previous debts of honor. 

His only child, Marie Hay, to whom I hear 
that King Edward is now about to grant the 
same -rights and precedents as if her father- 
had succeeded to the earldom, is married to 
Herbert von Hindenberg, one of the sec- 
retaries of the German embassy at Rome, and 
will now, therefore, with the rank of an 
earl’'s daughter, become Marie Hinden- 
berg. She has inherited many of her father’s 
gifts, and has written exceedingly clever 
monographs on. “Diane de Poictiers”’ and 
on *‘ Madame de Pompadour,”’ both having 
been published prior to her marriage. Her 
mother, the former viscountess of Dupplin, 
is now Lady Augus Cooper, the wife of the 
well known London surgeon, Sir Alfred 
Cooper. 

Let me add, for those of my readers 
who are admirers of the works of Robert 
Louls Stevenson, that it was the third earl 
of Kinnoull who by his dramatic escape 
from Edinburg castle during the civil war 
by tying his sheets and blankets together and 
letting himself down the wall and the face of 
the rock gave to the novelist the idea of this 
extraordinary feat which was repeated by 
his French prieoner of war, ‘* Champdivers,”’ 
in his romance, St. Ives.”’ 

The presence of the duke and duchess of

CATECHISM FOR RUSSIAN SOLDIERS 


GEN. 
the Lord Roberts of Hie Country. 


{[From, the London Mail.] 

The name of Gen. Dragomiroff In Russia is 
a household word. He is, perhaps, the most 
famous of all the czar’s soldiers, and al- 
though he is foo: old. to go to the front, he 
takes an active thinking part in the present 
campaign. Unfortunately his advice at the 
beginning of the war—the immediate evacua- 
tion of Port Arthur—was not followed. Dur- 
ing the Russg-Turkish war in 1877 he com- 
manded the famous Fourteenth division, 
which was Ahe first to cross the. Danube 
under Turkish fire at Sistova, and at the 
Shipka pass he was dangerously wounded, 
but refysed to leave the field. Many high 
commands have been intrusted to him, and 
he is well known in Russian military litera- 
ture. He devotes much time to writing about 
the Russian soldier, whom he knows well. 
Curtously enough, it is the Jap soldier, and 
not the Russian, who is taking Dragommiroff’s 
advice, given below: 

1. Perish self, but rescue your comrade. 

2. Push forward, although those in front 

are falling. 

8. Don’t fear to be killed, however difficult 
the task; you will surely win. | 

4 If your task is difficult, that of the 
enemy is not easier, and possibly more 
difficult than yours. 

You only see your own difficulties, and 
not those of the enemy; nevertheless, 

they are there. ; 

Never be dejected, but always audacious 
and bold. 

5. When attacked also attack, and not 
merely defend. The best mode of de- 
fense is to attack. 

6. In battle those win who are more ob- 
stinate and tenacious, and not who are 
stronger or more skillful. . 

Victory is not attainable at once; the 

enemy is also hard. Sometimes the 
second and third attempts fail, then go 
forwards the fourth time, or even more, 
until you have gained your end. 

7. More or less skillful dispositions render 
the task easier and with less loss, but 
that is all. The winners are those who 
have resolved sooner to die than not to 
gain their ends. 

8. Whatever unexpected difficulties you 
meet with on the way you must only 
think of surmounting them, and not 
think that affairs go badly. 

9. A good detachment has no rear and no 
flank, but everywhere is front where 
are the enemy. . 

10. However unexpectedly the enemy ap- 
pears, don’t forget that he can be beat- 
en, either by bayonet or fire. From the 
two the choice is not difficult, and the 
order of battle is of secondary impor- 
tance. If the enemy is near, always 
use the bayonet; if at a distance, fire 
first and then bayonet. 

11. There is no situation out of which one 
cannot emerge with honor. 

12. In battle there is no relief; when once® 
in the fight remain there to the end; 
supports will arrive, but reliefs never. 

13. During the battle rescue unwounded com- 
rades; only remember your wounded 
after you have beaten the enemy. 

Who makes a fuss about them during 
battle is cowardly and infamous, and 
not a tender hearted man. Not his 
fellows are‘dear, his own skin is dear 
to him. 

For picking up wounded there are always 
special detachments. 

14. When you are commander don’t inter- 
fere in what concerns your junior; see 
that he is cleverly led, and in battle 

~ he will take care of himself. Whoruns 
after what others should do lets slip 
his own duties. Every rank must have 
its own sphere of independence and re- 
sponsibility. Nonobservance of the 
first takes away the second. The com- 
mander must see that every one fulfills 
his duties, otherwise show no mercy.

It was an evening of gloom Mrs. Fiske 
gave her patrons at the Garrick last night, 
an evening of gloom relieved by one ray 
of sunlight. And bright, indeed, was that 
ray. And welcome. After noting the swift 
tragedy that ended the life of poor Naples 
loving Giulia, seeing the first casting of 
that net of complications that was to en- 
mesh Cesarine’s sin laden soul, and watch- 
ing the torturing of poor, luckless Tess, it 
was a joy to recall the happiness, the sun- 
riness, and the sparkie of that charming 
scene in the lives of Cyprienne and Pru- 
relles. How good it is to get out into the 


large capital A, and to tell us that our 
souls must be harrowed and our sensibilities 
constantly kept on the rack in order to have 
us cultured and appreciative of this same 
large capitalized Art. But once and awhile 
~—only once and awhile—when the date is late 
-in the month of May and the season has been 


that comedy is pleasant, even though it may 
not be art. It may be uncultured, it may be 
inartistic, but still we do like to get out cf 
the problem shade, and, forget{ing all the 
tragedy, all the vexations that surrpund us, 
try to make ourselves believe that the light 
of joyousness is grateful and that basking 
in it is worth while. We may be deceiving 
ourselves, we may be damaging our art 
culture—irremediably damaging it—but still, 
just for the ‘once, it is nice to dream that 
gladness, merriment, and laughter still do 
exist in this old world of ours, that people 
are not all gloom and passion, that goodness 
is not wholly dead, and that life is not all 
scowls and tears. It may be foolish, it may 
not be art, but it’s mighty nice and comforta- 
ble, just the same. 


But Mrs. Fiske and her composite program 
must have attention. The giving of the four 
acts demonstrated the talented actress’ ver- 
satility, and it proved her an artist; In short, 
it showed us exactly that which we have 
known for a number of years. In the little 
tragedy by Mr. Fry we saw her as an Italian 
peasant; in the Sardou comedy we saw her as 
the daintiest, most lovable sprite of a wom- 
an that ever captivated the heart of a man 
or claimed the plaudits of an auditor; in the 
Dumas drama we saw her as the mean 
souled, unstable woman of Claude; and those 
who remained late enough saw her then as 
the heart torn Tess. Surely the range is suf- 
ficiently wide and the characters sufficiently 
contrasted to leave no room for any doubt 
as to Mrs. Fiske’s versatility or her artistic 
powers. The Giulia in “ Little Italy ” is but 
a sketch, but it is clearly and firmly drawn, 
and the spirit of the home yearning Neapol- 
itan was sharply, tellingly made to reach out 
and waken the sympathies of the onlooker. 
The piece is tense, swift, and essentially 
tragic, and it was played excellently by Mrs. 
Fiske and by Mr. Mack and Mr. Wilbur. 
The honors of the performance belong, in 
fact, to the two gen rather than to Mrs. 
Fiske. They have a scene of intense emo- 
tionality—the emotionality native to the hot 
blooded and impressionable southerner, but 
which seems ludicrous to us cooler, more un- 
demonstrative peoples of the north. The 
danger of creating a laugh lies evér danger- 
ously near in such a scene, and there is per- 
haps no histrionic problem harder for the 
actor to solve than that of just how to han- 
dle such a situation. Mr. Mack and Mr. Wil- 
bur played with such sincerity, such inten- 
sity, and such complete giving of self that 
they held their auditors firm last night and 
carried the trying scene through in convinc- 
ing fashion.

A committee of the Century club has pre- 
pared a memorial to the late Clarence King, 
the form taken being that of a volume con- 
taining his best known story, ‘to which is 
added contributions by a number of his 
friends of the Century club, including Mr. 
James D. Hague, chairman of the memoria! 
committee and editor of the book; the Hon. 
John Hay, Mr. William Dean Howells, Mr. 
Henry Adams, Mr. John La Farge, Mr. Will- 
fam Crary Brownell, Mr. Edward Cary, Mr. 
Samuel Franklin Emmons, President Daniel 
C. Gilman, and Mr. Rossiter W. Raymond. 
More particularly, perhaps, was he the 
friend of Secretary Hay. Mr. Hay tells us 
that his friend— : 

Possessed to an extraordinary degree the power 
of attracting and attaching to himself friends of 
every sort and condition. The cowboys and pack- 
ers of the plains and hills; the employés of rail- 
roads and hotels; men ef science and men of com- 
merce; the senate and the clergy—in all these 
ways of life his friends were numerous and de- 
voted, bound to him by a singular sympathy and 
mutual comprehension. When in middle life—if 
we may use this expression in reference to one 
who was always young—he went to Europe, he 
continued the same facile conquest of hearts. In 
this he was aided by a remarkable ease in acquir- 
ing a colloquial command of languages. Having 
occasion to go to Mexico, he put in his pocket a 
small Spanish dictionary, and, without the aid of 
a& grammar, got by heart some thousand nouns 
and verbs in the tnfinitive, so that on arriving at 
Guaymas he was master of a highly effective and 
picturesque jargon which delighted the Mexicans 
and carried him triumphantly to the mines of 
Cullacan. Afterwards he acquired a correct and 
grammatical knowledge of the Castilian. It was 
the sante in France. He had read French from 
childhood, but had never spoken it. On arriving 
in Paris, where he was conducting some important 
business, he did not pause to gain familiarity 
with the spoken idiom. He attacked it with the 
energy of a cavalry charge, and, th at first 
he made havoc of genders, mooda, and 
took it, as we are told the kingdom of 
taken, by violence. In a few weeks he 
ing the language with perfect ease, and was ar 
equally welcome guest in financial, artistic, and 
literary circles. In Engiand nothing describes his 
success but the well worn phrase of Dickens. He 
was *‘ the delight of the nobility and gentry,’’ and 
not of them only but he made friends also in White- ; 
chapel and Soho, and even to some in the sub- 
merged fraction, the most wretched derelicts of 
civilization, hé brought the ineffable light of his 
keen comprehension and generous sympathy. I 
introduced him once to a woman of eminent dis- 
tinction, one of the first writers of ourtime. After 
he had gone stie said: *‘ IT understand now the 
secret of his charm. It ts his kindness."’ 


‘Mr. King was a ete man, a geologist, 


but Mr. Hay thinks that “if he had given 
himself to literature he would have beena 
great writer. The range of his knowledge, 
both of man and nature, was enormous; his 
sympathy was universal; his mastery of the ' 
word, his power of phrase was almost unlim- 
ited. His literary product is considerable 


-and will keep his name alive; but it bears no 


appreciable proportion to the literary treas- 
ures he squandered in: his daily and nightly 
conversation. I recall with the sharpest re- 


“gret of my own incapacity of memory the 


evenings by my fireside, when he poured out 
in inexhaustible profusion his stores of fancy 
and invention. There were scores of short 
stories full of color and life, sketches of 
thrilling adventure, not less than half a 


}dozen complete novels boldly planned and 


brilliantly wrought out—all ready for the 
type or the pen; which now—an infinite pity! 
—are only of the stuff that dreams - are 
made of.” 


It is curious that nearly all the books bear- 
ing upon the present unpleasantness between 
Russia and Japan have dealt with Japan. We 
have had descriptions of Japanese life: we 
have had Japanese fiction; we have had a 
dozen or more books about Japan; but only 
one or two about Russia. Now comes Mr. 
Wolf von Schierbrand, who will publish at 
the end of this month through Messrs. Put- 
nam a book devoted entirely to Russia. Mr. 
von Schierbrand is a German journalist who 
is now living in this country, because, I be- 
lieve, his criticisms of the kaiser were not 
reiished in the kaiser’s country. He has 
written this book because, so far as he knows, 
and he is pretty well posted on the subject, no 
previous monograph is in existence either 
covering the same ground or dealing in the 
same spirit with the subjects discussed. Mr. 
von Schierbrand, though he probably has his 
feelings, aims in this book to lay bare “* with- 
out bias either way; the sources and extent of 
both Russia’s strength and weakness, and to 
do so on the most reliable and most recent 
data and authorities.”’ 

In his last chapter Mr. von Schierbrand 
suggests that a crushing defeat for Russia 
in a large foreign war would be a severe 
lesson to that country; “one painful to Rus- 
sian pretensions, Russian jingo spirit, and in 
a certain sense to Russian ‘patriotism of 
every stripe.”’ But for all that.“‘ such a de- 
feat would be a blessing in disguise to the 
whole nation, drunk with aggressive power 
as they are, and with a national conscience 
callous to the best dictates of enlightened 
humanity and to the unwritten laws of fair- 
ness in dealing with weaker but more gifted 
and advanced races.”’ 

Mr. von Schierbrand’s book was wricien be- 
fore the recent overwhelming defeats of the 
Russian navy by the Japanese. On the whole, 
Mr. von Schierbrand seems to think that 
nothing could do Russia more good than to be 
whipped and that the country’s best friends 
ean wish for nothing better than that. It 
-would seem from the present situation that 
Russia is going to have this sweetening by 
adversity. 

Mr. von Schierbrand’s book is one that 
should be read by every one interested in the 
present situation and who cares to get an in- 
telligent idea of what Russia is doing and has 
done.

“DOROTHEA” AND OTHER NOVELS. | 


Reviewed by Prof. George C. Howland of the 
University of Chicago. 
AARTEN MAARTENS gives his new 
novel ** DOROTHEA ” (D. Appleton ; 
Co,), the descriptive words, 
story of the pure in héart.’’ Doro- 
thea’s mother had died from the 
shock of discovery of her husband's infidelity 
the day of the child's birth. “ Her childish 
soul and the soul whose life was nearest her 
own had in one most unutterably solemn 
moment faced each other corporeally, eye to 
eye. Then that other soul had passed into 
some other world forever.”’ 

Her inborn aversion to impurity had no 
occasion to reveal itself during her tranquil 
childhood in rufal Holland. But when she 
had reached the age of 18 her father took her 
away to his favorite Monte Carlo, and her 
chaste spirit gained a knowledge of the sin- 
ful lives of those about her. She married 
and her own hushand was enticed from her. 
Was she to forgive him? 

It is a painful story. There is clever char 
acterization which makes interesting the 
blunders, crimes, and misadventures of peo- 
ple whom one would scarcely care to know 
in real life. Dorothea and her husband first 
find their lack of sympathy at Florence. 
where Egon,. the husband, is in ecstasy over 
the pictures, but Dorothea says: 

“Many of these pictures here repel me; I 
cannot bear to look atthem. Now, the cruci- 
fixion you said was beautiful, it seemed ter- 
rible to me. Think what it means: the 
crucifixion! Egon, dear, as you say, ‘tis no use 
pretending—not between us, not between us. 
The sacred pictures, the holiest subjects— 
they are just asterisks in Baedeker, stared 
at, approved, disapproved of, dreadful to 
see! The Christ pictures, dear, they are the 
Son of God, the Savior! Lookat the horrible, 
bogey Christs of Cimabue and the Byzan- 
tines, the smug, good looking Christs of Raf- 
faella and Sodoma—think, dear, these are 
supposed to represent the Redeemer! When 
I realize that—and I cannot forget it—I want 
to hurry away. The crucifixion—think!— 
Christ dying for us! And there it is, all blue 
and green, with a dreadful face, pulled down, 
like a, like a—O, I dare not say it!—and peo- 
ple staring at it, everywhere, peeping 
through those little funnels, pointing, laugh- 
ing—yes, there is always somé fearful person 
in a check suit laughing at something in the 
picture and pointing. And there is some- 
body, always, trying to kodak it—kodak the 
crucifixion! O, say you understand!". 

But when the misunderstanding has grown 
and weakness and unfaithfulness are added, 
Dorothea meets her troubles in much the 
same spirit with which she escapes with her 
life in the confusion of an earthquake. “She 
had trusted God, a moment before, to do 
whatsoever he would with her: She now 
trusted him to help her through.” ’ 

One of the minor characters who enliven 
the somber tale is Dorothea’s French maid, 
who reljeves her feelingsevery night by writ- 


_ing to herself, and then destroying, long, 


gossipy, philosophic letters. To her “* mad- 
ame is like the dove in the ark, of which she 
read last Sunday. No wonder it returned 
not, poor beast, when once it had escaped 
from that menagerie.” 

“The story is of greater length than is usua} 
nowadays, but the problems of construction 
are solved in such a way that all the inci- 
dents have a vital connection with the for- 
tunes of Dorothéa. - 


WOMAN'S WILL,” by Anne Warner 

(Little, Brown & Co.), is a book that would 
settle the doubt of any belated decrier.of 
a sense of humorin woman. It isa delicious- 
ly funny book to any one but a German. 
Perhaps a German would be angry, thinking 
Von Ibre a caricature. Perhaps he would 
be proud and a little puzzled that any one 
in or out of the book should éven imagine 
the possibility of another line of conduct 
than Von Ibre’s.

She is enticed by rudeness, 
adores a manly disregard of her wishes, and 
finds flerce jealousy a more gubtle tribute 
than tenderness. 

The first day of their acquaintance Rosina 
has’ a thousand proofs of her lover’s char- 
acter. Hereisasample. He has just refused 
a trifling request. . 

“*T do wish,’ she said earnestly, ‘ that to 
please me you would do as I ask you just 
this once!’

Lady Holme is one of the reigning beauties 
of London. Men worship her none the less 
because she seems heartless. Only when she 
sings a sour @hines through her eyes and 
gives a celestial charm to her voice, a soul 
of whose existence she herself seems una- 
ware. One man who loves her, or thinks he 
does, claims to care less for the beautiful 
face and form than for the spirit within. His 
devotion is put to the test. Lady Holme is 
thrown from her carriage and her face so 
marred that not a trace of her‘ wonderful 
beauty remains. The man who was loudest 
in his protestations of pure worship of the 
soul within cannot control his aversion when 
he sees the scarred face: The husband fol- 
lows an actress whose coloring and features 
remind him of his wife when most beautiful. 
One man alone, a rejected lover, rejoices, be- 
cause now the woman has lost all that allured 
men and made her play thesiren. The statu- 
ette has lost the fan, and all that remaing 
is pure womanly, is his thought.

TOMATO BASKET WITH PEAS—Select: 
a small, shapely, bright red tomato with a 
piece of the stem left on. Cut in the shape 
of a basket and scrape out the pulp and 
seeds, using a spoon or a French vegetable 
cutter. Refill basket with cold cooked peas 
moistened with 2 halves af walnut meats 
broken in pieces. 

ROBIN’S EGG SALAD—Neufachtel 
is mashed and shaped in the form of robins’ 
eggs. Roll in parsley that has been dried 
in cheese cloth, then finely chopped. Ar- 
range three eggs on lettuce leaves and serve 
with French dressing. Moisten the cheese 
with cream if it*crumbles and cannot be 
readily shaped. 

EGG SALAD—Separate the yolk from the 
white of one hard boiled egg. Chop the 
white finely, moisten with French dressing, 
arrange on a lettuce leaf in the form of a 
circle, and pile yolk, forced through a 
strainer, in the center. 

‘RADISH TULIPS—Select smooth, firm, 
red, round radishes, remove the leaves, leav- 
ing stems one inch long; beginning at root 
ends make seven incisions at equal dis- 
tances through skin extending nearly to 
stem ends. Pass knife under sections of 
skin and cut as far as incisions extend; then 
make several cuts through fleshy portion. 
Place in cold water and let stand one hour, 
when sections of skin will fold back and 
centers will open. 

Meanwhile cut one hard boiled egg in 
halves crosswise in such a way that tops of 
halves are left in small points. To accom- 
plish this a small, sharp pointed vegetable 
knife is necessary. Remove yolk, rub 
through a sieve, moisten with boiled dress- 
ing, and refill whites with mixture. Ar- 
range on lettuce leaves, garnish with thin 
slices of radish overlapping each other and 
a radish cut to represent a tulp.

PROF. LOEB MODIFIES THEORY 
REGARDING POLARITY OF CELLS 


Noted Biologist Demonstrates That Re- 
generation in Animals Is Much the 
Same asin Plant Life. 


University of California, Cal., May 27.— 
Prof. Jacques Loeb, the biologist, has suc- 
ceeded through a series of experiments he 
has just made at.the University of California, 
in confirming theories he has long held that 
the polarity observed in the regeneration of 
the animal body does not exist in the celle, 
but in the streaming of the regenerating 
process of the body, moving from the basel 
to the oral pole. 

The value of Dr. Loeb'’s experiments lies 
in his success in proving with anima] bodies 
the theories that other scientists had ad- 
vanced after experiments with plant life. 
In the eighteenth century two invstigators, 
Du Hamel and Bonnet, arrived at the conclu- 
sion that certain sap currents are responsible 
for the fact that in plants at one end of a 
piece cut off from a branch an apex arises 
and at the other end a root is formed. 

Du Hamel assumed that specific sap causes 
the formation of roots, and that this sap 
moves basalward in the stem of the plant, 
while the fluids which give rise to the forma- 
tion of branches move upward. 


It was the general belief of scientific men | 


that the individual cells in the animal body 
are polarized, and that, therefore, there is 
produced at the basal end organs different 
from those at the oralend. But the experi- 
ments with the plants led Dr. Loeb to believe 
that the same conditions obtained in animal 
life as in plant life.

HITS ONION OF RAILWAYS 


AFFIANT FORMALLY 
CAR SERVICE ASSOCIATION. 


President of Coal Shippers Files State- 
ment with Federal Attorney Citing 
Grounds for Proceedings Under 
Anti-Trust Law-—Declares Roads 
Exact Charges and Suspend Credit 
of Those Objecting, Deciding Cases 
Against Them. 


Detailed information of hardships imposed 
upon shippers by the stringent rules of the 
Chicago Car Service association, composed 
of all the Chicago terminal lines, is con- 
tained in a thirty-five page affidavit filed yes- 


terday with United States District Attorney. 


Bethea. The affidavit gives the most dam- 
aging evidence yet offered to show that the 
association is an illegal combine and shoulé 
be prosecuted for violation of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. 

The first sentence states that “ if this com- 
bination of railroads was not a detriment 
to shippers, the shippers of the country 
would not seek the enforcement of the 


law.” 
Ignores Justice in Cases. 

The combine is alleged to require that in 
every instance each railroad shall exact the 
car service charge without question as to 
the right or equity involved. Before the 
justice of a case will be considered by the 

ociation, receipted car service bills must 
submitted, proving the case of the ship- 
per. 

The attention of the district attorney is 
directed to the fact that the decision of the 
manager of the car service association in 
matters of this kind is final. The assess- 
ment of the car service. is made with the 
threat that if the bill is not paid deliveries 
will be delayed until the shipper comes to 
terms. In the meantime further car service 
charges are imposed and the name of the 
shipper is stricken from the credit list of the 
railroads. 


Regulate Volume of Business. 


The railroads are alleged to regulate the 
volume of business according to their inter- 
ests, without regard to the capacity of their 
motive power or their track or terminal fa- 
cllities. 

Several pages of the affidavit are devoted 
to describing the business methods of the 
association regarding the imposing of de- 
murrage rates, which are alleged to be un- 
just. In concluding the affidavit states: 

We desire td say that shippers can obtain no 
relief from this combination. Every effort has 
been made to obtain reasonable concessions. On 
March 4, 1903, a committee of coal shippers met 
the representatives of the railroads who compose 
the Chicago Car Service association, stated to 
them the hardships and injustice arising from the 
strict enforcement of the car service rules in the 
presence of the negligent and irregular handling 
of freight, but no concessions were granted. 

The affidavit is signed by C. K. Pittman, 
president of the Coal Shippers’ association 
of Chicago. 


Fear Rate War from Twin Cities. 

Chicago-St. Paul lines and the lines run- 
ning direct from the Twin cities to St. Louis 
are on the verge of a rate war. The direct 
lines assert St. Louis traffic belongs te them 
and that they should be allowed to make a 
lower rate than the lines which carry people 
to the exposition via Chicago. The Minne- 
apolis and St. Louls demands a $3 differential, 
and says it will insist upon this advantage 
even if a $5 round trip rate between the Twin 
cities and St. Louls must be maintained all 
summer. 

Few of the Chicago-St. Paul lines have a 
direct line to St. Louis from St. Paul, but 
they have made arrangements for handling 
the business via Chicago. With a ten day 
stopover privilege at Chicago they are in as 
g00d a position as any of the direct lines. 

The Chicago lines are inclined to regard 
the threat of the Minneapolis and St. Louis 


an attempt to bring them to terms. .The 


Burlington, which ‘has a direct line from St. 
Paul to St. Louls as‘well as a Chicago-St. 
Paul line, ts not inclined to take sides with 
the Minneapolis and St. Louis, and passenger 
men expect that the Wabash, which fur- 
nishes it an outlet to St. Louls, will prevent 
the Minneapolis and St. Paul from making 
serious trouble. 

The Wabash and the Wheeling and Lake Erie 
Terminal company have entered into a fifty year 
traffic contract. Under it 25 per cent of the earn- 
ings of all freight originating on the Pittsburg 
terminal and accruing to the Wabash and Wheel- 
ing and Pittsburg shall be set aside to guarantee 
the interest on the $25,000,000 first mortgage 
bonds of the terminal road and the $20,000,000 sec- 
ond mortgage bonds. 

The Wabash, as well as the Illinois Central and 
Alton, has announced a round trip rate of $3 from 
Chicago to Springfield on Sunday and Monday on 
account of the republican state convention.

STEEL TESTED BY SCIENTIST 


Prof. Alexander Outerbridge Demonstrates 
Its Superiority Over Iron for Building. 


A telegram received from Philadelphia, 
Pa., dated May 27, reads as follows: “ At the 
stated monthly meeting of the Franklin In- 
stitute Prof. Alexander E. Outerbridge re- 
viewed the result of his recent studies on the 
effect of severe heat on cast iron, and illus- 
trated the danger of combining it with steel 
in building construction. He proved con- 
clusively that a bar of cast iron 16 inches 
long after heating and cooling shows a 
permanent expansion of about 0.45 per cent, 
while under similar conditions steel will re- 
turn to its original dimensions. 

“ Photographs taken after the recent fire 
at Baltimore were exhibitedg and in every 
case the steel skeleton buildings resisted the 

terrific flood of fire, while cast iron buildings 
‘lay in shattered ruins. One towering steel 
Building, although burned from top to bot- 
tom, was found to be plumb, and the skele- 
ton in such perfect condition that the build- 
ing could be refinished and occupied again. 

*“ Applying the results of his laboratory ex- 
periments to building construction, especial- 
ly In the light of the actual fire tests at Bal- 
timore, the lecturer expressed his opinion 
that any combination of.cast iron with steel 
in such structures constituted a distinct 
fire hazard, and in future fireproof buildings 
should be constructed entirely of steel. 

“ At the last meeting of the American So- 
clety of Civil Engineers in New York also 
the employment of cast iron was the subject 
of unusually spirited condemnation. These 
scientific demonstrations and their proved 


results are sure to have a definite effect in | 


planning future fireproof construction.”

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| INTERESTING TRADE GOSSIP ON ‘CHANGE. | 


More messages from the wheat fields than 
usual failed to agree with the optimism of 
the semi-official crop reports. A 8t. Louis 
wire said: “Mr. Akin showed me some 
news from southern Illinois and Tennessee 
on wheat crop. It is decidedly unfavorable. 
The Tennessee millers say the crop is spot- 
ted, two to three weeks late, and that the 
crop will not move before July 15, even in 
Tennessee.” He says-the news coming from 
the fields now verifies the government re- 
port, only that the crop is in worse condition 
than generally believed. Another St. Louis 
message said: “I was just talking to a 
leading miller from central Illinois. He says 
of wheat: Has not y>t headed, ‘ spindly "and 
thin on the ground, growsa stalk anda head, 
and .if it matures into a crop in next twenty 
or thirty days, he will miss his guesé."" An 
Indianapolis wire declared: ‘ Indiana can- 
not possibly get bread and seed out of her 
wheat crop this year. , Thousands of acres 
left standing will not ve cut. Morgan coun- 
ty man in this morning says heading ten 
inches from ground. 
says his county cannot do better than bread 
and seed. This from large cash grain dealer 
and not speculator.”’ 


While the small movement of wheat and 
the fact that the visible supply at American 
points is 3,399,000 bu less than in the Leiter 
year, suggests the possibility that the visi- 
ble may approach the vanishing point, as. in 
1898, when it got as low as 5,850,000 bu on 
Aug. 20 some of the. present conditions 
are radically different. Exports for the ten 
weeks beginning with May 28 in the Leiter 
year were 35,500,000 bu. or an average cuf 
8,550,000 bu a week. In that period the high- 
est total was 6,605,000 bu and the lowest 
2,411,000 bu. For ten weeks earlier the ex-

This year the total 
for the last ten weeks has been 15, 857,060 
bu, or 1,585,700 bu a week, wit e highest 
total for a single week 2,606. u and the 
lowest 735.000 bu. There is ‘no apparent pos- 
sibility that the exports will increase enough 
in the near future to cause a drain on the 
visible equal to that in the Leiter year, .al- 
though the increased domestic consumption 
may make up for it: Exports are likely to 
a less the next ten weeks than the 
ast ten.

Crop a little late in growth, but 
coming forward rapidly, and general aver- 
age fully up to normal. Increase in corn 
acreage promises to be heavy, especially in 
Ohio, Indiana, Iowa, and Nebraska. A lit- 
tle planting yet to be done on low lands in 
the Missouri valley, but crop generally in 
and coming forward with a stand fully as 
good as usual. 


As to the corn outlook in southeastern 
Iowa J. H. Hulbert of Fontanelle writes E. 
Seckel: ‘I have looked over the conditions 
quite carefully for fifteen miles around, and 
find that quite a portion of the corn will have 
to be replanted, probably from 10 to 20 per 
cent. We had a cold rain here about two 
weeks ago, which was followed by a few 
days of cold weather. I find that the corn 
sprouted and afterwards died. The ground 
is in excellent condition for replanting. and 
there is plenty of time yet. I believe the 
acreage will be as large as last year if the 
loss is never replanted. Oats are a little 
short, but they are well rooted, and we are 
going to have an excellent crop, with favor- 
able conditions prevailing in the future.” 


Minneapolis advices reported the mills 
there would close last night for the cus- 
tomary three days’ vacation for the stereo- 
typed reason of “ poor flour demand” and 
aiso in the hope of securing more favorable 
frtight rates. The last few times the Min- 
neapolis mills were closed it has been the 
signal for an advance in prices at that mar- 
ket. It looked for a time yesterday as 
though wheat prices would follow the ev!i- 
dent wishes of the millers and decline. There 
was a loss of %c In the May price, but the 
July and September finally gained ‘4c. 

There was HMttle demand for boats here, 
though some were offering at 8c to Buffalo, 
the best bids, 2%c.

In Indiana, Ohio, and 
Michigan conditions are much better than 
a month ago, but indications are that hardly 
more than half an average crop can be se- 
cured.””

LIQUIDATION RESULTS IN LOWER 
PRICE LEVELS. 


Trading Light on Eve of Three Days’ 
Holiday — Exchange Continues 
Strong, Approaching Point of Profit 

@n Specie Shipments—Bonds Fiuctu- 
ate Narrowly and Uncertainly in 
Sympathy with Shares—Changes in 
Quotations of Various Issues.

NEW YORK, May 27.—[Special. }—Liqui- 
dation of stocks today resulted generally in 
lower price levels and the three days’ holl- 
day in sight served to add to the apathy of 
the market. The promise of a growth in 
cash resources of the banks to the extent of 
nearly $10,000,000 stimulated no interest in 
stocks. Of this amount the subtreasury has 
contributed $1,645,000 as the residue of the 
$9,000,000 paid to the banks last week for 
the account of the Panama republic. 

The amount of gold bars available for ex- 
port tomorrow proved to be only $550,000, but 
exchange continued strong and approached 
the level of profit on shipments of coin. 
There was a drop of half a penny an ounce 
in the price of gold in London, which proba- 
bly marked the passing of the Paris demand 
for gold in that market, as sterling continues 
to advance in Paris. This gives color to dis- 
cussion of a possible movement of gold from 
New York to London direct. 

The official annofincement of inability to 
meet June interest charges on the Detroit 
Southern first mortgage 4 per cent bonds 
caused a siump in those low priced stocks 
and had a disturbing effect on sentiment. 
Reading's report of $332,500 increase in net 
earnings for April yielded the stock a gain 
of %. Other reports of rallroad earnings 
were unfavorable, but were of scarcely more 
effect. No benefit was felt from the favorae« 
ble reports of the New Haven strike. Late 
covering by the day's shorts left trivial net 
changes.

The Mississippi 
Cotton Oil works at Bridge and Water streets 
have wet and dry sprinkler systems and private 
fire protection throughout both mills. 


The recent ruling of the insurance commissioner 
of Kentucky regarding who are agents and who 
have the right to solicit are far reaching. Life 
companies have taken it up, as their interests are 
most involved. If the commissioner’s rulings con- 
trol, it will be necessary for companies to take 


‘out licenses for every clerk or other employé 


who either solicits new business or renewals. 
It is believed if companies decline to pay licenses 
except for duly commissioned agents there will 
bs a modification. In case of corporate agencies 
every stockholder must be licensed also. That 
the ruling, over which so many agents are re- 
joicing, will prove a boomerang is freely pre- 
dicted.

INDUSTRIES AIDED BY WEATHER 


Brighter Outlook Reported by Dun and 
Bradstreet in, Many Lines of 
Trade. 


New York, May 27.—R. G. Dun & Co.'s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will say: 

Retail trade is stimulated -by seasonable 
weather and the tndustrial outlook is bright~ 
er on the whole, although several adverse 
factors have appeared. The big dry goods 
auction sale opened with an unexpectedly 
large attendance, and good prices were se- 
cured.

Manufacturing 
lines report a slight improvement at woolen 
mills-and shoe factories, and, while there is 
more idle cotton machinery, it is worthy of 
rote that the last Fall River statement 
showed little reduction in dividends. 

Railway earnings thus far reported for May 
fall 3.7 per cent short of the same time last 
year, but foreign commerce at this port for 
the last week shows gains of $1,637,200in ex- 
ports and $849,545 in imports. 

Textile markets have improved to some 
extent during the last week, weather con- 
ditions being notably favorable for retail 
trade, while the orders for woolens and worst- 
eds increased more than the most sanguine 
manufacturers anticipated. 

Cotton mills have further curtailed produc- 
tion, amd in a few cases quotations at first 
hands are slightly lower. A better volumeof 
business is reported in carpets. 

Although packer hides are active and 
firm, tanners discriminate in favor of late 
salting, which is causing some accumula- 
tion of the less desirable qualities. Imported 
hides are steady at the recent decline, ar- 
rivals being rr absorbed. Leather is 
quiet. 

Returns as to the New England footwear 
situation are irregular. 


As Viewed by Bradstreet. 


New York, May 27.—Bradstreet’s tomor- 
row will say: The situation is more irreg- 
ular. Distributive trade, stimulated by bet- 
ter weather in some sections, has improved, 
but is still behind a year ago. Cereal crops, 
particularly winter wheat, show improve- 
ment, but cotton reflects drought by condi- 
tions in the South Atjantic and gulf states, 
while good reports come from west of the 
Mississippi. The industriak situation is 
hardly so satisfactory, a slowing down being 
noted in many Jeading industries; the num- 
ber of idle persons is growing, and unskilled 
labor: shows in some sections a woeful lack 
of foresight and knowledge of real condi- 
tions. Current railway earnings continue to 
show declines from a year ago. 

Duliness in the fron trade is responsible 
for a further weakening in pig iron. It is geq- 
erally a buyers’ market, but values are low, 
and third and fourth quarter requirements 
will soon have to be considered. Finished 
products are quicter, although there is some 
business doing at the west in light rails at 


-reductions and in bars for the use of car 


builders. The copper market has moved 
lower this week, as has also lead. 

Business failures in the United States for 
the week ending May 26 number 154, against

| “COOK STOVE” RISK DECIDED. 


Question of Unnecessary Exposure in 
Lighting Fire with Kerosene 
Issue for Jury. 


WILMINGTON, 


27.—[ Special. ]—Is lighting 
a cook stove kerosene unnecessary ex- 
posure to obvio Ps of injury or obvious danger? 
The Supreme court holds in such case the facts 
must be submitted to a jury and sustains a ver- 
dict of $5,000 againat an insurance company, be- 
cause of conflicting evidence on that point. The 
case was that of Nathaniel Price, as administrator 
of the estate of Margaret Price, against the Stand- 
ard Life and Accident company. Mrs. Price was 
killed in the manner described. 

The court also gave an opinion that may have 
a bearing on fire insurance policies issued in 


Minnesota hereafter. The case is Herman Kol- 
lits, spondent, against the Equitable Mutual 
Fire. The Supreme court takes the broad ground 


that delivering a policy, without prepayment of 
premium, is extending credit, and that if loss is 
suffered.in the meantime it must be paid, stipula- 
tions to the contrary notwithstanding.

Maj. Tolman Passes on the Legal- 


ity of Baseball Games 
on Sunday. 


The new issue of £5.500,000 of city bonds to 
pay off judgments to that amount was 
awarded by the finance committee yesterday 
to the First National Bank of Chicago and 
the New York Life Insurance company. The 
bid for the seria] issue was the one accepted, 
and, as nearly as can be computed, the pre- 
mium offered makes the interest rate about 
8.908518 per cent. The bonds will be delivered 
on June 30, after which the Interest now be- 
ing paid on the judgments against the city 
will stop. 

Two bids were received. One was a joint 
offer of the First Nationa) bank and the 
New York Life company, signed by J. B. 
Forgan and George W. Perkins. Thesecond 
bid was from the firm of N. W. Harris & Co. 
of this city. Each was accompanied by a 
certified check for $100,000. The advertise- 
ment called for a dual form of bids, one for 
a straight issue of 4 per cent gold bonds, all 
to expire at the end of twenty years. The 
other for a serial issue, of which $806,000 
would expire on Jan. 1, 1907, and a like 
amount each succeeding year until 1924, 
when the last lot would become due. All 
bonds were to be dated Jan. 1/1904. Thebids 
were:

RARFORTY TO OPEN A BAR, 


WILL INVADE THE WABASH AVB- 
NUE REFORM DISTRICT. 


Leases Quarters at the Corner of Twen- 
ty-Grst Street and Will Try to Get 
License~Since Revocation of Per- 
mit for Notorious Place Beside Har- 
risen Street Police Station It Has 
Been Conducted in the Name of the 
Bartender. 


John T. Rafferty, whose license for the 
notorious saloon at 129 Harrison street was 
revoked by Mayor Harrison some time ago 
at the request of the graft committee, is to 
open a resort at the northwest corner of 
Twenty-first street and Wabash avenue. 

The graft committee condemned the Har- 
rigon street place as “a resort for police- 
men and thieves.””

As the sa- 
loon adjoined the Harrison street police sta- 
tion on the east policemen were said to 
spend much time there. 


Old Saloon in Bartender’s Name. 

Bince his license was revoked Rafferty has 
been unable to do a saloon business in his 
own name. Despite all the pressure brought 
to bear the mayor refused to restore the li- 
cense to Rafferty. His resort was given 4 
permit. however, in the name of Richard 
Moyer, the bartender, although Rafferty is 
said still to conduct the place. 

The application for a license for Rafferty’s 
new place, it is reported, is being engineered 
at the city hall by the Blats Brewing com- 
pany. It is said that some trouble was ex- 
pected, and if it is impossible to get a permit 
in Rafferty’s name it will be secured by the 
brewing company and Rafferty will conduct 
the resort. | 

The proposed resort is to be in the dis- 
trict where the Rev. Johnston Myers and his 
fellow members in the association of Michi- 
gan avenue residents are fighting the en- 
croachments of the south side levee. The 
building in which Rafferty has a lease never 
before has housed such a resort, it is said, 
but the property has changed ownership. 


Rafferty Expresses Bitterness. 

Rafferty expressed bitterness toward the 
graft committee yesterday when asked con- 
cerning his plans for the new establishment, 
and that the politica] doom of the 
members of that committee had been sealed. 

* Because of that graft committee they are 
trying to deny me the right to do business,” 
be said. “I have taken a lease on the place 
at Wabash avenue and Twenty-first street, 
but I may be compelled to subleaseit.
